Hubert Jackson, of near Spieeland, 


•was arrested shortly after noon to- 
'<lay and arraigned in the circuit 
court on four grand jury indictments 
returned as the result of the recent 
.session, and which are the first of 
the 27 bills to be served. 


Jackson provided bond for $100 on 


each charge, three cases being for 
assault and battery, and one for 
unlawfully operating- an automobile, 
all cases developing- from an acci- 
dent on the night of June 3, when he 
is charged with running- his automo- 
bile into three women, who 
were 


leaving the Christian church at Ra- 
Jeigh. 


The indictments for assault allege 


that he operated his automobile with 
such force that caused him to strike 
Hazel Foster, Martha Scott and Sa- 
rah Mohler, and which caused them 
physical injuries. 


In the indictment charging him 


•with unlawfully -operating an auto- 
mobile, it is eharg-ed that he operat- 
ed the machine carelessly and at a 
speed in excess of a prudent manner, 
and greater than 25 miles an hour. 


Additional arrests on the grand 


jury indictments were expected to be 
made today and Thursday. 


The court case of Widvey against 


Zorne, a claim for $1,200 judgment, 
came to an end shortly before noon 
today, when the attorneys finished 
their -arguments. Judge Sparks took 
the evidence under advisement, and 
did not render a decision in the mat- 
ter;' 


The case has occupied the court's 


time all week, having: started Mon- 
day morning. The jury was originally 
called for HIP case, but at the last 
minute, it was decided to submit the 
ease to the court, without the jurv. 


Saturday is supposed to end the 


May term of court, and the usual

September is taken at this time but 
Judge Sparks will probably not ad- 
journ this week on account of sev- 
eral eases hanging over.

cision as to the adjourned term, but 
will likely"outline a court calendar 
in a few days to take in some of the 
extra cases to be heard.

COST WILL BE NEAR $25,000 


Improvements to City 
Water and 


Light Plant Will be Paid For 


Without Any Bond Issue 


Various contracts for the remod- 


eling of the boiler room at the city 
water and light plant .were awarded 
Tuesday night at a special session 
of the city council, many firms bein: 
represented among the 'bidders. 


The work is now under way at the 


plant for enlarging the floor space in 
the boiler room, and also in placing 
a new roof over that portion of the 
building. The expansion of the work 
has been caused by the increase in 
the use of electricity by the patrons 
as 90 percent of the homes in Rush- 
ville are now electrified, according to 
Superintendent A. T. Mahin. 


The proposed reconstruction of the 


building will take care of all future 
needs of the plant, and will conform 
with the coal unloading machinery 
that is now, being installed. The to- 
tal cost of the improvements being 
made this .summer will be in the vi- 
cinity of $25,000. 


The plant has been self sustaining 


for years, and has been a money 
making concern. The plant' has on 
hands now enough money to com- 
plete the payment of the work, with- 
out issuing bonds, or borrowing mo- 
ney for that purpose.

over half the right-of-way. Persons 
found needlessly parking cars under 
iuch conditions will be prosecuted in 
accordance with See.

Mrs. Williams called attention that

—often one waning to make a rejSfe 
on ear or tire—park machines where 
Mis are narrow and block traffic -ser- 
iously. The generally excellent con- 
dition of state roads naturally in- 
vite high speed, and few people, but 
will agree that it is a patent fact 
that -state roads are crowded with 
every form of automotive vehicle for 
many hours each day and night. 


Congestion naturally occurs because 
of the carelessly parked autos, and 
often drivers who delight in stepping 
heavily on the gas, meet at places 
of construction. The inevitable hap- 
pens and often a life hangs in bal- 
ance or pays toll. Always there is 
more or less damage to property, 
and unnecessary hazard to all pass- 
ing a car so parked. 


Mr. Williams pointed out that con- 


ditions are vastly different from a 
decade, ago when an auto 
parked 


anywhere along a road was. not ser- 
iously objected to because 
traffic, 


compared to the volume today, was 
negligible. 


In order to aid in reducing high- 


way accidents the commission 
is 


erecting "NO PARKING" signs 
at 


many places in the state. It is hoped 
that these signs will cause motorists 
to realize that highways are not per- 
sonal property but the property of 
the public generally, and that they 
will display some regard for 
other 


men's rights. In the meantime main- 
tenance crews are doing everything 
possible to widen narrow hills and 
remove as fast as possible road ha- 
zards. The public, however, should 
remember that such a tremendous 
volume of work can not to accom- 
plished in a few days, and should 
cooperate to make our state roads 
safe and pleasant to travel, Mr. 
Williams contends.
